WAGES AND OTHER DIFFICULTIES. 

But although the outlook was favourable 
as regards renewals, it was not so in some other 
matters, The principal difficulties which 
beset them and other railways in this country 
appeared to be too high wage costs; subsidised 
road competition; low volume of traffic. 

Anyone who investigated wage costs would 
find that, with the exception of those in 
municipal employment, railway wages had 
advanced abnorma 
portion to those in other undertakings; they 
were more than the railways could continue 
to bear, and more than this country could 
afford—if it were to pro and prosper. 
(Hear, hear.) In actual figures, the average 
wage rate had with this company i 
by 104 per cent., and the wage cost by 220 
per cent., compared with 1915. There was

satisfied that he knew how to get it back

i MOTOR TRAFFIC. 

With regard to motor traffic as a compet itor 
with the railway, he mentioned that for a 
pavilion which had recently been erected in 
Omagh all the heavy iron girders had been 
brought from Belfast by motor car. The roads 
suffered from such traffic ; the railway suffered 
from the competition, and the ratepayers had 
to bear the cost of maintaining the roads. 
He thought the County Councils should take 
the matter up, and that the Northern Govern. 
ment and the Free State Government should 
join in seeing that justice was done to al! 
concerned. He also suggested that on a line 
of railway where there were only small 
stations a saving might be effected by having 
one porter travelling from station to station, 
and doing the little that was required on the 
arrival of the trains. :

other sufferers who were at present acting in 
the matter. A Committee, representing the 
railways, the banks, and many large in 
dustrial concerns, with upwards of 20,000 
shareholders, and a total capital of over 
£50,000,000, was at present at work on this 
matter, and there were ways in which shar 
holders could assist. You can make your 
voices heard by approaching whoever repre 
sented you in Parliament, or in the Dail, and, 
further, by negotiating all dividend warrants 
in their country of origm. By this latter 
means they could avoid double deduction, and 
E ne payment (if. indeed, there was aus 
iability) until their whole income tax, matters 
had been investigated and the net balance 
ascertained. They would thus escape the 
present injustice of having, say, 9s. Od. de 
ducted from them, when under no possible 
circumstances could even 5s. be due by them 
Even if it was not convenient always to have 
a bank account m the country in which the 
dividend warrants originated, surely the:

The 
French are in trouble at present through 
not enforcing their income tax properly, 
and I see that M. Caillaux, who intro- 
duced the income tax measure in France, 
Is coming to the front again, and that 
there is talk of making him Finance 
Minister. In most of the American 
States they have gone over from the

Ireland, of course, may set an example 
to the world in the other direction, but the 
whole tendency elsewhere is towards 
development of the income tax. 

ENGLAND’S EXAMPLE. 

The income tax, Dr. Bastable stated, 
was introduced in England in 1799, and

It was renewed by 
Peel in 1842, as an expedient for three 
years, but it has been carried on ever 
since, though Gladstone promised that ine 
would abolish it if returned to power in 
1874. Four or five Commissions or Com: 
mittees have gone into the matter. The 
last of them issued its report in six 
volumes. 

Before the Government does anything 
so drastic as is proposed,’’ Dr. Bastable 
went on, “it should have an official or 
semi-official inquiry as to the effect of 
income tax in Ireland. At present we 
have not the material for a judgment. An 
unofficial body like the Cork group or the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce cannot get 
the figures or suitable evidence. A great 
deal ‘requires to be known before a recom- 

mendation for change could safely. be 

It is not correct, by the way, that income 
tax (with super tax) in England is double the 
Customs and Excise in yield, as Professor 
Busteed appears to have said. The yield is 
rather more than one- fifth over that of 
Customs and Excise” He pointed to the 
British revenue returns published in yester- 
days irish Times, with the figures of the 
estimates for the year. 

PROTECTION.

IRISH TRADE FIGURES. 


THE ADVERSE BALANCE. 


In a leading article on the need for 
analysing foreign trade statistics in detail, 
the Financial News says:—For the ten 
months to October last exports of domestic 
produce from the Irish Free State totalled 
239, 993,000, while imports came to 
#55,190,000. The real significance of these 
figures lies in the fact that while exports 
to Great Britain were valued at £33,761,000, 
imports amounted to 238,688,000. In other 
words, the adverse trade balance, on the 
whole, was far greater than that between 
the Free State and Great Britain. It should 
be explained that these figures exclude the 
trade with Northern Ireland, where the 
balance was in the same direction, imports 
from Ulster being £6,602,000, as against ex- 
ports of 5,512,000. It is interesting to 
note that imports from Canada were 
£1,008,000, as against exports to the amount 
of only £20,000, while the relative figures for 
the United States were £2,681, and 
£167,000, 

It should be explained, and this qualifica- 
tion applies to other countries, that such 
summary tables as the one which we have. 
just quoted may be misleading in themselves, 
because they afford no indication of the 
extent to which raw materials not produced 
in a country itself are imported in order to be 
manufactured to meet domestic requirements, 
nor of the extent to which the resulting 
manufactures may consequently be exported. 
For instance, unmanufactured tobacco ae- 
counted for £655,000 of the Free State im- 
ports for the ten months as against only 
135,000 for the manufactured commodity, 
which indicates that the bulk of the tobacco 
and cigarettes consumed is manufactured in 
the country. This manufacture gives employ- 
ment to domestic labour, a fact to be taken 
into account when considering an adverse 
trade balance. It is also to be noted that a 
considerable proportion of the Free State im- 
ports is represented by conunodities sach as 
oil and sugar, which cannot be produced on 
the spot, and by iron and steel manufactures, 
motor. cars, and the like, the manufacture of

“I recommend that the railway com- 
pany should be advised to provide two 
anemometers of the Dines type, which 
records not only the average wind velocity, 
but also the velocity in gusts, and have 
them erected at selected sites west of 
Kilmacrenan. When the wind reaches a 
velocity which is dangerous to trains all 
traffic on the line s ould cease.” 

This recommendation was made by Mr. 
T. M. Batchen, M. Inst. C. E., who was 
appointed under the Regulations of Rail- 
ways Act, 1871, to inquire into the 
accident on January 30th to the 5.15 
passenger train from Derry to Burton- 
port, which was derailed on the Owen- 
carrow Viaduct, on the Londonderry and 
Lough Swilly Railway (Burtonport Exten- 
sion). 

As reported in the Jrish Times at the 
time, the train was blown off the metals 
on the viaduct and down the slope of the 
embankment ; four passengers were killed, 
five others more or less seriously injured, 
and only five escaped injury. 


EXPOSED LINE. 

Mr. Batchen concludes a lengthy report 
as follows :— 

The majority of the narrow-gauge rail- 
ways in the Irish Free State are con- 
structed with sharp curves and steep 
Pradients, and, to a considerable extent, 
alongside public roads; consequently they 
do not include heavy engineering works. 
The Burtonport Extension of the London- 
derry and Lough Swilly Railway differs 
entirely from these. It runs through a 
mountainous district, and its formation 
necessitated the construction of deep 
cuttings, high embankmentsand numerous 
viaducts and bridges. 

The portion of railway west of Kil- 
macrenan is particularly exposed, and 
some means must be taken to prevent a 
recurrence of derailments of this nature. 

The coroner’s jury at Creeslough added 
the following rider to their verdict :— 

We are of opinion that ifa proper 
protecting railing were carried along the 
whole length of the viaduct, from cutting 
to cutting, without any intervening gap, 
no lives would have been lost. We think 
the driver, fireman and guard are in no 
way to blame. 

[ agree with this opinion, but I do not 
recommend the erection of a railing, as 
the construction of a sufficiently sub- 
stantial structure would, in my opinion. 
be impracticable on the edge of an em- 
bankment only twelve feet wide at forma- 
tioi. level. 

He then makes the recommendation set 
out above. 

WHAT THE DAMAGE SHOWED. 

In his report he states that an examina- 
tion of the rolling-stock after the accident 
revealed that :— 


The covered wagon bears no mark on its 
side of having rubbed against the ery of 
the viaduct, and it ae taken that it was 
not blown off the rails when on the viaduct. 
It has, however, a circular mark on the 
extreme edge of the body, the exact diameter 
of the top rail of the handrail on the parapet 
of the two arches, and its side is scored for its 
whole length where it was dragged along the 
end of this handrail. 

The six-wheeled coach immediately behind 
the wagon is also free of any mark which 
would indicate that it had fallen against the 
parapet of the viaduct. The step, however, 
bears mark at its forward end of having struck 
the masonry parapet, and the torn condition 
of the side of the step would indicate that it 
had been dragged for its whole length hard 
pressed against the masonry parapet, and most 
probably in an upright position. 

The second passenger coach has a mark 
right along its waist from end to end, which 
shows that it must have been leaning against 
the iron parapet of the viaduct and was hauled 
along in that condition for some distance. 

The last vehicle of the train has only one 
serious mark, on the look-out projection of the 
guard’s compartment, and a few minor marks 
of having come in contact with the iron 
parapet. 

A careful examination of the permanent way 
bears out the evidence of Ganger Murray that 
practically no damage was done to it. 

The iron parapet of the viaduct, however, 
shows that some vehicle rubbed against it for 
a distance of 95 feet from the outer end. 


93 MILES AN ‘HOUR. 

Giving his conclusion, he says that it is 
clear that the night was stormy, but not of 
such violence as to cause doubt or anxiety in 
the minds of the train men as to the safety of 
the train. 

“I have ascertained from Lloyd's station at 
Malin Head that the velocity of the wind on 
the night of the accident was 35 miles per 
hour, and from the Irish Lights Board that at 
Dunree, Lough Swilly, it was reckoned at 
about 44 miles per hour, and at Arranmore 24 
miles per hour. These velocities would not 
exert sufficient pressure to overturn any of 
the coaches. hey are not anemometer 
records, but are calculated on what is known 
as the Beaufort scale, and can only be read 
here to show that there was a gale blowing on 
this particular night. These velocities are all 
given from sea level, and it may be assumed 
that in the long, narrow Owencarrow valley, 
siuated 140 feet above sea level and in the 
straight path of the wind, the velocity was 
considerably greater.

The 
evidence shows that there was a high gust at 
the time, and a velocity of 93 miles per hour 
was probably attained. .' 

“The severe rubbing mark on the side of 
the second passenger coach leaves no doubt 
in my mind that it was the first to overturn, 
and that it fell over against the parapet of 
the viaduct, with its fore end 60 feet and its 
rear end 95 feet from the end of the parapet. 
It could easily have been dragged along the 
smooth surface of the parapet without the 
driver or the guard being aware that anything 
was wrong with the train, notwithstanding 
the evidence of the guard to the contrary.

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THREE MEN SENTENCED IN 
BELFAST. 


Lord Justice Andrews, at the Belfast City 
Commission yesterday, passed sentence on 
Charles Hagan, Joseph M‘Givern, and Frank 
Broderick, who had been found guilty of 
attempted arson at Sorella Buildings, Gros- 
yenor road, Belfast, in June, 1922. Broderick 
and Hagan were said to have been members 
of the Irish Free State Army. 

The Lord Justice said that the police re. 
ports described the prisoners as bad 
characters.” The crime, of which they had 
been convicted, was a serious one, especialiy 
at the time it was committed, when there 
was an orgy of burnings in Belfast. There 
was very little doubt that the prisoners were 
responsible for many burnings,, but they 
would be sentenced only for the offence of 
which they had been convicted.

On 
the whole the average of» prices realised 
was equivalent to that at recent English 
auctions for Jersey cattle. It is satisfactory

The first is that it is a matter 
of no concern to the State whether it pays a 
civil servant £500 per annum, free of tax, or 
pay him £460, keeping £50 to be credited to 
he Revenue account.

The only alternative meaning is that the 
abolition of income tax is to apply to all 
citisens except the servants of the dtate—that 
the only members of the community who, on 
the Professor’s own showing, have hitherto 
scrupulously fulfilled their obligations to the 
uttermost farthing are to be rewarded by 
having their salaries permanently reduced by 
the amount of tax calculated at the five- 
shilling rate. Such a policy of unmitigated

ANCIENT MONUMENTS.

2 a suggestion made by Professor 
Macalister at the evening meeting of the 
IA é of Antiquaries, held in Belfast in 
July last, I asked the five societies chiefly 
interested in Irish archeology to appoint 
deputies to meet the Northern Government 
to urge for legislation for the preservation 
of ancient monuments in the area under its 
jurisdiction. The Minister of Finance, whose 
department deals with the activities of the 
old Board of Works, at once fixed an appoint- 
ment to meet the deputation. 

A week ‘prior to the appointment I received 
from Professor Macalister a draft of a sug- 
ested bill, which was intended to be laid 

fore the Goverinment of Saorstat Eireann. 
This draft 1 had copied out, as quickly as 

sible, so as to supply each member of the 
eputation with a copy before the interview 
took place. Immediately on receipt of the 
copies several of the deputies either tele- 
graphed or telephoned me to say they could 
not be parties to such a bill as it then stood, 
and urged a meeting of the members of the 
deputation to discuss the matter before meet- 
ing the Minister of Finance, This meeting 
took place. It was thought premature, at 
that stage, to present a cut-and-dried bill to 
the Ministry, and it was also almost unani- 
mously considered that the draft bill was more 
stringent than the Government could possibly 
induce Parliament to pass or the people to 
receive in the right spirit. The meeting, 
however, was in full sympathy with the main 
object—a bill for the protection of ancient 
monuments, details of which should be later 
decided—but Professor Macalister’s draft bill 
was not even laid before the Minister or the 
Government.
